This was the Au- 
thor's firſt Publication (unknown to A. I bad.) 
It is diſcreetly and learnedly handled, for a 
young Man of twenty-five Years of Age; 
and founded upon a ſolid and loyal View of 
reſtraining thoſe dangerous Malecontents, 
whether Scholars, or Soldiers, who did, ma- 
ny of them, in his Time, turn Fugitives, and 
Renegades ; ſettling themſelves in Foreign 
Countries, eſpecially under the Umbrage of

This ſcarce and curious Tract was written 
by the famous George Buchanan, and is print- 
ed in his own Scettiſb Dialect. It was ne- 
ver heard of by Monlicur Bayle, nor many 
other Pieces he ſhould have uſed, in his Ar- 
ticle of this Author, infſtcad of ſo many 
Falſitics, which he only quotes, for the Pa- 
rade of confuting thein ; and other Particu- 
lars, from Authors as unhappily overſway— 
ed, by Fear, or Intereſt, to pervert the 
Truth.

fered another erroneous Caufe of his Death ; 
as if, his Heats and Diſputes proved in the 
End fatal to him: Yet adds, the Cauſe of his 
Death was unknown. He alſo is miſtaken in 
the Time; and ſets it down, a Year later 
than it was. Monſieur Bernard, a Foreign- 
er, who knew more of the Matter, in his 
Nouvell:s de la Republique des Lettres, for 
Sept. 1701. ſays, Mr. Creech brought him- 
ſelf to this unfortunate Period, about the End 
of June, 1700. But it appears in the Po- 
Boy for June the 18th of this Year, that it 
muſt have been in the Middle of this Month 
at lateſt, that Mr. Creech committed that 
raſh, and -preſumptuous Violence upon him- 
ſelf: And in this Pamphlet, as well as in the 
Paſtoral, publiſhed upon the ſame Occaſion, 
it does appear that, being of an amorous Confli- 
{ution, he fell in Love with a beautiful but diſ- 
dainful Coguet; which drove him into a Kind 
of amorous Frenzy, and Fury at laſt, to pay her 
this undeſerved Compliment. For he was 
obſerved to be melancholy ſome Days before 
he did it: Accordingly the Jury brought him 
in, Diſtracted. He was found hanging at a 
Beam, in a Garret of the Apothecary's Houſe 
where he lodged at Oxford, by the Servant- 
Maid ; after he had been five Days mifling : 
And, as it has been further affirmed, with a 
Bible, or other pious Book, before him ; alſo, 


his Hands fixed in a praying Poſture: And he 


was then, as near as may be computed, in 
the forty- firſt Year of his Age.

gier, Cc. But, according to this Account, 
it was a lamentable Expedition indeed. By 
Sea, the Storms drowned thirty of their Ships, 
with much of their /ifuals, Ammunition, 
Clothes, &c. By Land, Famine and the 
Enemy ſeem to have deſtroyed a great Part 
of Thirty-ſix Thouſand Spaniards, Italians, 
Germans, &c.

For the Rape he was 
convicted of the 21 of Jac. upon the Body 
of Jean Seager, in Southwark, a Girl of 11 
Years old, he had Intereſt to get the King's 
Pardon, But as for the inhuman Pelting 
and Beating of him to Death, with Stones 
and Staves, by the licentious Mob, all the 
Way from the Fortune Play Houſe to the 
Old Fury, on the 13 of June 1628 ; where- 
by one of his Eyes was beaten out, and 
his Skull ſo fractured, that he died in the 
Poultry-Compter next Morning; there was 
no Law for That; and yet there was No- 
body puniſhed for it. It ſeems the Rabble 
were poſſeſſed that the Doctor dealt with 
the Devil, and that he employed his Skill 
to ſerve the dark Deeds of the Duke of 
Buckingham and his Mother ; againſt which 
Duke for his Miſleading the King, and o- 
ther Miſmanagement of Affairs, the Parli- 
ament were at that Inſtant making Remon- 
flrance.

Thames. And in the Narrative, the De- 
ſeription thereof, the Dangers, and Damages 
it had occaſioned to ſeveral Perſons, &c. in 
London, as well as the Miſeries endured in 
the Country thereby, are well ſet forth, It 
had now laſted about ſix Weeks, to the End 
of January, and was ſtill freezing. Here is 
alſo an Account of the preceding Frofts, which 
had happened in England from the Time of 
King Rufus: And, after a brief Repreſenta- 
tion alſo of the Lotteries which had been 
drawn in the late Queen's Reign, he deſcribes, 
more particularly, That which was carrying 
on by ſome Foreigners in London at this Time, 
And deſcribes, in a very lively Manner, how 
greedily the poor Adventurers ſtrove to make 
themſelves Beggars in it.

Years before there was an Houſe ſtanding 
in Oxford; and that (without regarding 
Twine's Allegations, for the Antiquity of 
Oxford ; or thoſe of Caius, for that of Cam- 
bridze ; moſt Part of which he accounts but 
Deliria Senum) from Gildas Albanius's Bri- 
tiſh Story, who died about the Year 520. 
And from a Saxon anonymous Story in La- 
tin, whoſe Author lived in the Reign of 
Penda King of the Mercians, about the Year 
620. And from Nennius's Hiſtory of Bri- 
tain, wrote in the Year 880, Who all call 
Cambridge, Cair-grant : Which Word Carr, 
in the old Celtigue Tongue, ſigniſies a City. 
And Cair grant is not only expounded by 
Alfred of Beverly to ſignify Cambridge, but 
by William de Ramſey, Abbot of Croyland, in 
his Life of Guthlac; who ſays further, it 
was ſo called a Granta flumine, And though 
it ſuffered great Devaſtations by the Daniſh 
Incurſions, it is, in Dameſdei Book, deſcri- 
bed as a Place of conſiderable Moment ; ha- 
ving in it Decem Cuftedias, and a Caſtle of 
great Strength and Extent, Thus much 
for the Antiquity of the Place ; this Author 
next lays it down, that Cambridge was a Nur- 
ſery for Learning, beſore Oxford was known 
to have a Grammar School in it. But to 
prove it, begins no higher than King Alfred's 
Time, for the Gathering of Perſons to ſtudy 
Arts and Sciences there: He further obſerves 
it was ſo famous a Seminary of Inſtruction in 
Ililliam the Norman's Reign, that he ſent 
his Son Henry thither, afterwards the fir(t 
of that Name, King of England; who, for 
the uncommon Knowledge he acquired, was 
ſirnamed Beauclerk, He adds that the moſt 
ancient and firſt endowed College of Eng- 
land, was Valence College in Cambridge; which 
aſter the Foundation, as appears by a Par- 
liament Roll in the Tower of Landen, Anno 
38 Hen, VI. Num. 31; received the new 
Appellation of Pembroke- Hall. So concludes

were uncarved at his Table one Day, to be 
new roaſted, and re-viſit it the next; and 
his menacing an only Child with Diſinhe- 
riting, for expending five Shillings at a Sup- 
per, might ſeem incredible, in a Man who

In his Prologue, after his Addreſſes to, 
and Praiſes of that Nobleman, for his Know- 
ledge in Mathematicks and Philoſophy ; and 
his Lamentation of the Loſs of thoſe Pa- 
trons of the Muſes, Sidney and Walſing- 
ham; the Author gives a Character of thoſe 
Contemporary Poets, Spenſer, Harrington, 
Daniel, Campion, and Fraunce ; and aſks 
why they do not follow thoſe Patrons, and 
alſo theſe departed Poets, Phaer, Matſon, and 
Marlew? Adviſing them to exchange this 
Spot, ſo barren of Repaſt, for the Elifian 
Fields; unleſs Augu/ta will reſtore Learnin 
from the Wrongs it bears of Covetouſneſs 
and Court Diſdain. In the Poem itſelf,

At laſt, our Author attaining a View, in 
this airy Proceſſion, of King Henry VIII.

Years before deceaſed) of whom, after ſome 
high Encomiums, he tells this Story : That, 
once walking out alone, this aged Earl 
was overtaken with Sleep, and laid himſelf 
down to Reſt near a Farmer's Lodge. He 
was wrapped in a plain ruſſet Cloak; but it 
covered not the Badge of Honour which was 
buckled round his Leg, ſo that it tempted a 
young thieviſh Vagrant, who paſſed by, to en- 
deavour at Taking it off, The Earl was not 
ſo faſt aſleep, but he ſoon perceived the De- 
ſign, and offered him a better Prize; for 
his Garter would not fit every Leg, and he 
eſteemed it better than his Purſe. The 
Thief, affrighted, ran away ; and the Earl 
would pleaſantly tell his Friends, The Rogue 
would not have dared to ſteal the Garter, 
if he had underſtood the French about it. 
Next comes on Queen Elizabeth, and her 
ſtately Train of gartered Knights, in great 
Pomp and Glory ; and King Edward con- 
gratulates thoſe Five eſpecially, who had this 
Day the Honour to be created by the ſaid 
Queen; that is to ſay, the Earls of Northum- 
berland, and Il orceſter; the Lords Boroughe, 
and Sheffielde ; and Sir Francis Knalles, And, 


after that King has given Characters of their 
Virtues, and Exhortations to proceed in 
them, Renown ſounded a Retreat: The 
Train, as ſwift as ſhooting Stars, retired, 
Fame's double Doors fell to, and the gay 
Morn wak'd from her golden Sleep. The 
Author, in his Epilogue, tells that Earl, to 
whom he addrefles the Prologue, that he offers 
this Dream as the Firſtling of his Scholar's 
Crop, conſecrated to his Noble Name. O- 
ther Poetical Pieces of his were printed the 
ſame Year ; eſpecially in the Dramatic Way ; 
and ſome Paſtoral Pieces of his were printed 
in England's Helicen, But the Tragedy of 
Alphonſus Emperor of Germany, was Chap- 
man's, Tis true, as A. I/od obſerves, that, 
molt Poets dying obſcurely, it is hard to 
trace them to their Graves; and he was 
miſled in ſetting down this Poet, to be flou- 
riſhing after his Death, from the Dates of 
ſome of his Writings which were then print- 
ed : For we are aflured by one of his Con- 
temporaries, that he fell a Victim in the 
Wars of Venus, in, or before the Year 1598.

T hat, for 
himſelf, he means not to expreſs all that 
might be ſaid in theſe Matters, but only 
what he has obſerved and practiſed; for, if 
he ſhould ſet down, by Way of Preface, the 
great Benefits that might grow to this Realm, 
by practiſing to have Abundance of the two 
fc reſaid Commoditics, the Preface would 
giow a greater Volume than the Book. 
Concerning Fruit, he ſays, though many 
Authors have more learnedly written, yet, 
many of them being Strangers, inhabiting 
Climates far differing from ours, they moſt- 
ly teach how ſuch Fruits, as their Countrics 
bring forth, are to be uſed ; of which Kinds 

we have little or no Uſe. That, if the Be- 
nefit ariſing to the Commonwealth through 
Abundance of Fruit were well weighed, 
there would be Laws eſtabliſhed for the In- 
creaſe and Maintenance of it. That G- 
ceſterſhire, Herefordſhire, Morcgſterſbire, 

great Part of Kent, and Suſſex, are ſo ſtored, 
as to yield the Poor Meat and Drink, great 
Part of the Year. That he has known, in 
thoſe Counties, many Men, who had twelve 
or twenty Perſons in Family, not uſe, moſt 
Years, two Quarters of Malt in Drink, but 
o: ly Cider and Perry; and fell yearly, be- 
ſides, great Quantities. So might we have 
it in moſt other Parts of England; yet reap, 
in Effect, as great Profit, by paſturing and 
caring the Ground, as we do. That the 
ſhort Term of Years for which many hold 
their Lands, and the Hazard of being rob- 
bed of their Fruit, are trifling Diſcourage- 
ments to Plantations of ſuch Benefit, and 
what might be eaſily redreſſed.

This Work is copiouſly ſtretched out, with 
Parade of Style, Circutnſtances and Surmiſes, 
and decked with Alluſions and Applica» 
tions, out of the ancient Heathen Poets ; even 
ſo cloſely, and portically, as to the Bringing 
them out of ſome of his Perſon's Mouths.

ally ſtiled the //ater-Poet. He informs the 
King, that as he had had the Greatef, the 
Leaſt, and the Oldeft of his Subjects, at his 
Court, meaning William Evans, his Gi- 
gantick Porter ; little Wa , the Queen's 
Dwarf; and this Thomas Parr; he choſe the 
latter, for the Subject of his Muſe ; and begs 
his Majeſty's Acceptance of this Deſcription of 
his Life, as he, had received and read others 
of his Poems, If we were to draw the 
chief Circumſtances expteſſed in the ſaid 
Prem, and the preliminary Diſcourſe. in 
Proſe, into a regular Order, and join the 
Chronobgy, it might render the Stoty more 
 compleat: And ſo it would appear, That, 
living with his Father Jahn Parr, a Huſ- 
bandman at Himmnngtoen atoreſaid, till he was 


feventeen Years old, he was, in 1500, ſent 


to Service, under a Maſter of cke fame Cal- 
ling, with whom he dwelt, till the Death 
of his Father, about 1518 ; then, returning 
Home, refided upon the Farm, or Lands, 
he left him in Poſleſßon of, till the Leaſe 
expired in 1522, He then renewed the 
L cafe for 'I'wenty-one Years, of Mr. Lew:s 
Perter ; and when this ended, in 1543, he 
renewed it, a ſecond Time, for the fame 
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Term, of Mr. John Porter. In 1563, old 
Parr, being then Fourſcore Vears of Age, 
married Jane, Daughter of John Taylor, a 
Maid ; by whom he had aSon, and a Daugh- 
ter, named Jaba and Jaan, who both died 
very young. The next Ycar, 1564, his 
ſecond Leaſe ending, he renewed, for the 
like Term, of Mr. Hugh Porter, In 1585, 
ended his third Leaſe ; and he took a Leaſe, 
for Life, of Jahn the Son of Hugh Porter. 
In 1588, being then aged One-hundred and 
fue Years, and having a Colt's Tooth in his 
Head, he did Penance in a J/hite Sheet, in 
Alberbury Church, for Lying with a hand- 
ſome Woman, named Katherine Milton, 
and, as it is here ſuggeſted, getting her with 
Child, Upon which Penance, ſays our 
Poet, 


Should all, that ſo offend, ſuch Penance do, 
O! What a Price would Lianen riſe unto ! 


In 1595, he buried his Wife Jane; after 
they had lived together Thirty-two Years. 
Having continued a Widower ten Years, 
and, being now One-hundred Twenty-two 
Years of Age, he married, in the Year 1605, 
Jane the Widow of Anthony Adds, Daugh- 
ter of John Loyde, of the Pariſh of Gillſels, 
in Montgomery Shire in Malis; and they li- 


ved thirty Years together. But now, think- 


ing that Time might diminiſh the Strength 
of his Tenement, as it had increaſed the Va- 
lue of his Tenure, he was, for his Wife's 
Sake, deſirous to renew his Leaſe for Years ; 
which was not complicd with, though he 
politickly counterfeited the Renewal of his 
Age, by pretending to ſce, who had been 
long blind, a Pin on the Floor, which ha- 
ving directed his Wife to lay there, he bid 
her, take up, in Preſence of his Landlord's 
Son, Mr. Edward Porter, with whom it 
as a pleaſant Conceit, but it had no 
ffect. Soon after, Thimas Earl of Arundel, 
a great Lover of Antiquities, viſiting an 
Eſtate of his, in thoſe Parts, was led by the 
Fame of this great Curiofity, this Tm de 
Tenipeoribus, to viſit him. He took him into 
his Protection, and, having prevaiied on him 
to ſuc Landon, ordered a Litter with two 
Horſes tor his Carriage ; and being attended 
by his Daughter-in-Law, named Lacy, Jan 
the F'a:l, and a Servant of his Lordſhip's, 
0 named. 
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named Brian Kelley, who defrayed their Ex- 
pences on the Road, they ſet out from Min- 
nmoton : But, when they arrived at Coventry, 
the Multitude of People grew ſo great and 
preſſing, to behold this breathing Monument, 
that Aclley was afraid he ſhould be able to 


carry his Charge no further, At laſt, with 


flow Marches, they arrived ſafe at London, 
about the End of September, 1635, King 
Charles having had Certificates from the 
Gentry of Shropſhire of the Leaſes aforeſaid, 
and other Particulars, proving Thomas Parr, 
to be the Eldeft Son of Time, alive; he was 
admitted to Court, admired with great Ve- 
neration, and had the Honour to kiſs his 
Majeſty's Hand. Care was taken to accom- 
modate him with all Conveniences, in a 
Lodging provided for him at J/:/tminſter : 
But the Change agreed not ; he had breath- 
ed in a freer Air, fed on ſimpler Diet, nor 
had been uſed to ſuch Throngs of Viſitors, 
All which, though now grown very ,decri- 
pid, ſo as not to walk, without two Perſons 
to ſupport him, and having only one Tooth 
left in his Head, not his Colt's Tooth before- 
mentioned, might haſten his natural Decay ; 
and he at laſt paid the Debt of Nature like 
other Men, though it was longer delayed, 
in the Middle of November following; after 
he had been, little more than ſix Weeks, re- 
moved to the City aforeſaid, as appears in 
the Title-page above ; and he was decently 
buried in the Abbey, But that Poſſcript is 
not ſufficiently explained in the ſaid Title; 
for it contains only ſuch remarkable Acci- 
dents as happened not in, or concerning.

Pounds per Tun, procured to be incorporated 
as a Society of Soap makers of Weſtminſter, 


with Power to make all Manner of Szap; to 


ſearch all Szap made by others; and mark 
it before they ſold it, or elſe deſtroy it: Al- 
ſo to uſe the Trade, take Apprentices, &c. 
In April, 1632, Sir William Ruſſel, and his 
Partners, aſſigned over their Privilege of 


making Set ſeap, &c. to this Weſtminſter 


Corporation, who indentured with the King, 
To make Five-thouſand Tuns of White-Secap 
yearly, or more, if required: And, after the 
firſt Year, to pay him four Pounds the Tun ;

nance, to mention the Proclamations, Decrtes 
and 
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and Attachments made in this Buſineſs; or to 
recite, how they were harraſſed, delayed, 
over-ruled z in ſhort, pillaged, and every 
other Way diſtreſſed by that Court, under 
the Notion of Law. In the End, they 
were all fined, from Five-hundred, to Fif- 
teen-hundred Pounds a Man; and impriſon- 
ed; moſt, for ten, one for near twelve

dered that none ſhould buy any, but of this 
Corporation. Officers were impowered to 
enter all Houſes, and carry off all Soap un- 
marked; break down Pans, Fatts, Ciſterns, 
&c. Drove many to Flight in the Country, 
beyond Sea, &c. At length, after this Cor- 
poration had ſpent One- hundred and _ 
thouſand Pounds in Soap-making, Salaries, 
Law, &c. and vexed the whole Kingdom, 
for three Tears, and uſurped the Soap-makers 
Trade, one Year and a Quarter, they ob- 
tained a Grant from the King, of Forty- 
thauſand Paundi, for Surrendering their Pa- 
tent, and Three-thouſand Pounds for Charges 
of their Houſes, paid them by the Londen 
Soap makers; who were alſo obliged to take 
off their Materials, at their own Rates, a- 
mounting to above Twenty-thouſand Pounds 
more; beſides Five - hundred Pounds, for not 
meddling with the Soap-maters Houſes : And 
all this, only to have the Uſe of their Trade 
again, Then the King incorporated the 
London Soap makers; and though thoſe of 
W.ftminſter had paid him but four Pounds per 
Fon, and, for a ſhort Time, fix Pound: ; 
theſe of London, without any Liberty of rai- 
- ſing the Price, were obliged to pay eig“: 
Pounds the Tun; which, in about three 
Yeats, amounted to above N'nety-thouſazd 


Pounds, Thus ſuffered they, by Fines, Im- 
priſonments, Ejettments, Spoil. and Plunder, 
from June 1632, to May 1637, near five 
Years, to the Ruin of many, for their In- 
compliance with the intolerable Uſurpations 
of thoſe Knights, Eſquires, and Gentlemen. 
Wherefore, it is here, as reaſonably, as it 
is humbly deſired, That the faid Patentees 
may be puniſhed, and make the Sufferers 
full Recompence: That the Commodity may

- viving the honourable Actions of our re- 
nowned Predeceſſors, to inſpire an Emula- 
tion in their hopeful Poſterity. It is dedi- 
cated to Sir William Webbe, Lord idols of 
Londen, by the Author, who calls himſelf a 
r Apprentice ; but he had no barren Brain, 
wever it might not be perfectly cultivated 
with Learning ; as he appears more exalted 
in his Genius, than exact, perhaps, my 
where, in his Language; which yet, is of- 
ten very polite, elegant, and poetical, for 
the Time he wrote in. The Introduction, 
in Proſe, diſcovers Fame taking her Flight 
to Parnaſſus ; and there, having found her 
Secretarics the Muſes, at their Exerciſes, 
in their fragrant Bower, expreſſed her Will 
and Pleaſure, to have the Renown of her 
nine London WWorthies revived. Then ſhe 
beckoned out Clio for this Service; who 
claſping up her Book of Hi/tories, and taking 
her golden Pen, they mounted Fame's Silver 
Chariot, drawn by Pegaſus; who tranſport. 
ed them through the Air, like Jove's blazing 
Darts, and never ſtopped his downward 
Courſe, till his ſteely Hoofs beat againſt the 
Gates of Tartarus ; were leaving the crook- 
ed thorny Way, ſmoking with Sulphur, and 
keeping on the oppoſite Side, they arrived 
at the delightful Een Shades, there find- 
ing, among the ſeveral Habitations, that of 
Amber, more ſweetly ſcented till, with the 
burning Boughs of Balm, uſed to cure brave 
Warriors Wounds ; Fame ſhook her im- 
mortal Wings, and ſtraight the m lodious 
Noiſe, with the Breath fanned from their 
Feathers, awakened nine comely Knights, 
who Arm in Arm, upon a green Bank, 


ſtrewed with Roſe Buds, had laid their con- 
quering Heads to reſt in Peace. Then Fame 
admoniſhing Clio to be attentive, and re- 
cord what ſhe heard, advances to the firſt, 
a tall, aged Man, with white Hair, in a 
Scarlet Robe, his Head bound with Balm, and 
a Sword in his Hand, touches his Lips with 
her Finger; and He, who was Sir William 
Wallworth, Fiſhmonger and Lord-Mayor 
of London, in the Reign of Richard II, re- 
counts his Story in Yorke: It is a Poem of 
about five Pages in Stanzas of fix Liner, 
Then comes a thort Diſcourſe in Proſe, con- 
taining ſome Reflexions by the Author, ſome 
Reſolutions by Fame, and ſome Remarks by 
Clio; when roſe another of thoſe venerable 
Knights, and framed his Tale, in near three 
Pages of Verſe after the like Manner; by 
which it appears, that he was Sir Henry Pi- 
chard, Vintner, and Lord-Mayor of Lon- 
don, in the Reign of Edward-III. That 
he led 500@ Men in his Return from the 
Wats of France; and that he then enter- 
tained four Kings, one Prince, and all their 
Train at 'a Banquet. Next after a ſhort 
Conference, again in Proſe, between Fame 
and Clio, aroſe Sir William Sevenoake, Gro- 
cer, and Lord-Mayor of London, in the 
Reign of Henry V. And he recounts in 
Verſe, for about two Pages, his ſtrange For- 
tunes and worthy Acts, being found under 
ſeven Oaks, from whence he Fad his Name, 
which grew where a Town is known to 
have been raiſed from his Bounty and Foun- 
dations in Kent. In the French Wars, he is 
here ſaid to have been ſurprized by the Dau- 
phin of France, as he lay aſleep, who re- 
proached him for his Lazineſs ; but to con- 
vince him of his Activity, he fought him;

and gave him a Bag of Crowns for his Bra- 
very.

though not as a Warrior, yet as a * 
Benefactor to the Learned and the Poor. 
When he had laid himfelf down, Clio then

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converſes again in Proſe, and aſking Fame, 
who ſhe deſigned ſhould next relate his 
Life, is anſwered, Sir John Banham, Mer- 
cer in the "Time of Edward I. Clis then 
modeſtly excepts againſt the Miſplacing him 
here, who lived fo long before the former. 
But Fame juſtifies her preſent Method, by 
preferring their Ae, and the Honour of their 
Calling, before the Obſervation of Time, 
And as our Poets have placed the Worthieſt 
formoſt, in Reſpect to them, and the Ex- 
ample of others: So it would not be un- 
ſeemly, that younger Knights ſhould here 
fpeak after thoſe who had borne the Honour 
of the Mayoralty.

finiſhed his Triumphs im Matrimony, and 
Lady. After a ſhort 
Interval of Preſe, as before, another valiant 
Knight, Sir John Hawkwood, in the Reign 
aforeſaid, aroſe, and ſung his ſtrange Ad- 
ventures and Fortunes in foreign Countries, 
in about two Pages alſo of Vert; which 
inform us, That, while he was Apprentice 
to a Taylor in Lombard Street, he was 


preſſed to ſerve the Prince of //ales in the 


Wars of France, where he bchaved in fo 
diſtinguiſhed a Manner on Foot, that the 
Prince mounted him gallantly, and for his 
brave Behaviour aftcrwards, in Compan 

with three others, knighted him, and call. 
ed them his own Knights. When the 
Prince returned Home, he gave him a Gold 
Chain, and Liberty to try his Fortune in fo- 
reign Service; ſo he went, with fiſteen- hun- 
dred Men under him, to the Aſſiſtance of 
the Duke of Milan againſt his Enemies, 
and, for the Sharpneſs of his Wit and his 
Sword, was called by the [talians, John 
Acute. Here he had Honour and Riches, in 
Plenty, heaped upon him ; had Caſtles and 
Towns given him for his Reward. But 
Millan having, by his Valour and Policy, 


won a Peace, the Pope oppreſſed Spain, and 


he marched thither with an Army to quell 
his Pride, which having done, he Returned ;

C. as he ſigus himſelf, at the 
End of the Dedication ; whereby is to be un- 
derſtogd, perhaps, Milliam Cr There- 
in we are informed, That thoſe two brave 
Commanders, with one-hundred and- fifty 
Perſons more, were on the 25th of July 1609 
in a terrible Tempeſt driven from their Fleet 
and caſt away, three Days after, upon theſe 
Hands ; fo found a delightful and plentiful 
Country, when they were far enough from 
thinking of making any ſuch Diſcoveries, 
And though they ſuffered Shipwreek, upon 
the Rocks that ſurround thoſe Iflands, yet 
were they preſerved every Man, which ne- 
ver before beſel any but themſelves. There, 
without any human Creature to moleſt 
them, they lived in Health and Safety near 
a Twelve-month, till, having built two little 
Ships of the Cedar that grew there, in them 
they went to Virginia, leaving only two Men 
behind ; whom Sir George Sommers, return- 
ing again the ſame Year, and the Englih 
Colony, ſent thither in 1612, found in good 
Plight. From ſome of that Colony conſiſt- 
ing of. threeſcore Men and Women, came 
over this Narration, who, as they were the 

_ firſt Inhabitants of the Sommer [/lands, ſo 
this is the firſt Book publiſhed to the World 
concerning them : But a more full and exat 
Account both of the Country and its Products, 
with the Hiſtory of its Diſcovery, is promi- 
ſed by this Editor, who ſays, this ſhore Nar- 
ration, in the mean Time, ſhall rather pre- 
pare us for, than prevent us of it, This
